The spring festival, Easter, is in 
many respects the most popular of 
the -year...Coming, as it does, when 
the rigors of winter melt away before 
the balmy breezes of spring, its ar- 
rival heralds the time when the songs 
of birds and the verdant growth of 
vegetation bring joy. to every lover of 
nature. 

Easter had its origin in the Resur- 
rection of Christ-many centuries ago, 
and it is very {fitting that its annual 
recurrence should be at, the time of 
the resurrection of Nature, so to 
speak. 

From a purely business standpoint, 
Easter has its own peculiar signifi- 
cance, Stimulation in the dry goods, 
millinery and clothing dines is par- 
ticularly noticeable.

~ FROM EDMONTON 


A number of new enboineuicats of 
importance to the farming and irri- 
gation interests of Alberta have just 
been made by George Hoadley, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. From now on all 
agricultural agents will be under the 
direct control of S.'G, Carlyle, Pro- 
vincial Livestock Commissioner.. 


W. J. Stevens has been appointed 
commissioner of field crops, and will 
occupy the position formerly held by 
the superintendent of the séed and 
weed branch of the department of 
agriculture. Mr. Stevens was for a 
number of years principal of the 
Claresholm Agricultural School, and 
has made a special study of the mar- 
keting and growth of seeds. 

C. D. McMillan, at present in charge 
of the demonstration farm at Stony 
Plain, will act as agricultural agent, 
with headquarters at Stony Plain. 


G. W. Fletcher, in charge of the 
demonstration farm at Athabasca 
Landing, will also act as agricultural 
agent for that part of the country, 
with headquarters at the farm. 


H, W. Scott, who has been the agri- 
cultural agent of the Sedgewick coun- 
try for a number of years, will con- 
tinue to act in that capacity at the 
Sedgewick demonstration farm. 


R. ‘Austin, who has been in charge 
of the demonstration farm connected 
with the Agricultural School of 
Gleichen, and lecturing on livestock 
at the institution, will now also act 
as agricultural agent of that district. 


M. L. Freng, who has been in 
charge of the branch of the agricul- 
tural department at Lethbridge for 
some years, and has made a specialty 
of irrigation, will continue to act as 
agricultural agent, stationed at Leth- 
bridge. 


With the purpose of giving the 
highest class 
estates Mr. Hoadley, Prof. Murray, 
lately in charge of the Noble foun- 
dation, and recognized as one of the 
best agricultural experts in Canada, 
has been secured to act as agricultur- 
al agent in the drought area with 
headquarters at Medicine Hat,

THE CREAM BUYING STATIONS 


Elimination of cream buying stg- 
tions, as provided for in the amend- 
ments to The Dairymen’s Act passed 
at the recent session, will not prevent 
farmers or creameries mhintaining 


‘agents at local points to. look ‘after 


the shipment of cream. ‘This is the 
statement made by officials of the. 
Agricultural. Department, after con- 
sultation with the officials of the 
Attorney-General’s Department. The 
Attorney-General’s Department has 
interpreted “cream buying stations” 
to mean, in the spirit of the act, sta- 
tions for the sampling, grading, weigh- 
ing and testing of cream, and that the 
elimination of these stations will be 
insofar as these services alone are 
concerned, and that there is nothing 
in the new legislation to prevent far- 
mers, either individually or co-oper- 
atively, or the creameries themselv- 
es, maintaining someone aat- local 
points to look after cream shipments, 
to see that they are kept in proper 
condition and got away on the trains 
at the proper time: 

This was one of the difficulties 
which those opposed to the elimina- 
tion. of: cream stations saw‘ in the 
proposed new system, that it would 
mean that cream shippers would have 
no system of caring for cream at ship- 
ping points. But this difficulty has 
now been overcome. 

The great object behind the new 
movement is to clear the channel be- 
tween the producer. of high grade 
cream and the market for high grade 
butter; in other words, to see that 
the farmer who takes the trouble to 
put the quality into his cream—and 
no person else can, put it there—gets 
the benefit of his effort by being able 
to reach the highest market . avail- 
able: This will be accomplished 
chiefly by the fact that cream now 
will be graded. by disinterested gov- 
ernment graders at central: pdints. 

The old system of cream buying 
stdtions was estimated to have cost 
the industry $250,000 annually. It is 
estimated that the restricted service 
at local points under the new amend- 
ments, should not cost more than 
$50,000. In addition to this the gov- 
ernment has appropriated $40,000 for 
government grading , which makesa 
total: of $90,000 or approximately. 
$100,000. If these figures are ulti- 
mately borne out, it means a direct 
saving to the industry of $150,000. 

Furthermore, the dairy commis- 
sioner is confident that the improve- 
ment of quality during the first year 
of the new system will reach the 
value of $150,000. This improvement 
in quality would increase and be 
cumulative from year to year, in- 
creasing the amount of revenue to 
the industry and resulting in the se- 
curing and holding of quality markets 
for Alberta butter.

HOW "0 MAKE A 
“6000: HOTBED 


By Ww. R..- Reniler 
One of the first matters that re- 
quire attention in.connection with the 
garden in the springtime is the making 


‘of the hotbed. When properly. man- 


aged‘. this’ is :an’ exceedingly” useful 
adjunct to the garden; in’ fact,; 4s 
almost. & necessity. in those’ “without 
glass structures, and, even those who 
are fortunate to_ possess a green- 
house, generally find the genial moiet 
heat of the hotbed preferable for the 
raising of vegetables ‘and flowering 
plants, also for early salads, such as 
lettuce, radishes and young onions. 


The best material. for the, purpose -is 

fresh: stable manure. If leaves can 
be obtained, they. can be added to 
the extent of about one-third to two- 
thirds manure, They - will ‘be found 
to make the heating of the mass less 
violent and more lasting. 


When. sufficient manure has been 
collected (the quality will be regu- 
lated by the. size and number of the 
frames to be used), make up into a 
close pile ‘and shake over, turning 
the whole mass, every third of fourth 
day, thoroughly. mixing as the. oper- 
ation proceeds, and watering if at all 
dry. As soon as the whole mass is 
found tobe it astate of fermentation 
the bed can be built up, making it 
about eighteen inches wider and 
longer than the frame to be used on 
it, and not less than three feet high. 
Choose a sheltered situation, on the 
south side of-a building if possible, 
and build so as to face the north or 
west, so that the sun does not strike 
too forcibly on the glass early in the 
morning. As the manure is stacked 
up it is ‘mportant to consolidate it as 
much as possible by treading or beat- 
ing each Jayer ae it is placed in 
position. . 

After the hotbed is built to the re- 
quired height, place the frame on 
top, and. put some more of the man- 
ure inside finishing this off with a 
surfacing of good, rather. sandy loam, 
bringing this to within six inches of 
the glass. Four or five inches of soil 
will be sufficient. 


In this climate hotbeds should be 
built on the surface. If placed in a 
pit, as is sometimes recommended, 
the frost in the earth walls at the 
sides of the pit is liable to lower the 
temperature of the manure consider- 
ably.’ J 

It is not necessary to have special 
frames and lights made. The frame 
can be made .of any ordinary boards 
and storm windows from the house 
can be used for lights, Have the 
frame eighteen inches deep at the 
front: '-The depth at the ‘back will be 
regulated .by the length of the light 
used, A six-foot frame should be 
about two feet three inches deep at 
the buck. Have sufficient fall from 
back to front to readily throw off the 
water. - 

Having finished off the inside of 
the frame, build up the manure out- 
side to within a few inches of the top. 
This will ‘break the cold winds and 
prevent the possibility of ° draughts 
through any holes or. cracks there 
may be in the frame. 

All rank steam should be allowed 
to pass off before any seeds are sown. 
For this purpose leave a little ventila- 
tion at the top of the frame night and 
day fora short time after the ‘hotbed 
is made up. A good way of knowing 
when the bed is in exactly the right 
condition is to place a thermometer 
in the frame. You will find that this 
will rise more or less rapidly for sev- 
eal days. When the maximum tem- 
perature has been reached and the 
mercury begins to recede, it will be 
safe to sow the 6eeds. After the 
seeds have been sown keep the 
frame quite dark by covering with 
bags or mats till the seedlings’ appear 
through the soil. covering may 
then be removed, but do not expose to 
bright sunlight. To prevent risk of 
burning a thin shading of limewash: 
may be applied to the outside of the 
glass. 

The soil in the frame should not 
be so moist as to clog when the seeds 
are sown. Make it firm by treading, 
rake the surface smooth and level, 
and then daw parallel lines with the 
point of a stick the length of the 
frame and about six inches apart. 
The depth will be regulated by the 
kind of seeds you are sowing—half 
an inch for the larger seeds like cab- 
bage, and a mere scratch for small 
seeds like celery—sow thinly, cover 
the seeds and press the whole surface

Reports of the-.very: decided’ suc: | 
cess of -the Course, have appeared: in 
these columns ‘in ‘recent igsues,” .The 
folfowing ‘article ‘deals with the sub- 
Ject. matter..of the lectures: only, 
Soil Cultivation and Seed Selection’ 
The first lecturer was Mr. F. 8. Gris- 
-dale, Principal of the Olds ‘School of Ag- 
riculture, He said it was a: great plen- 
sure to come to Red. Deer for Institute 
work. -Cultivation of the soil, said the 
speaker, is for. four. purposes—to make 
a seed: bed, to conserve moisture, to 
make food available for the crops, and 
‘to control the-growth of weeds. ‘The 
first and fundamental method of. cul- 
tivation was plowing.. This should be 
done, in the case of breaking virgin 
land, carly in the season, about 6 or 7 
inches deep. .It should_be deeper on 
brush land . than on~ open prairie. 
After breaking the land should be well 
- worked and kept free of growth. The 
speaker advocated summer-fallowing 
the ‘first year. This, he said, should 
give good crops in the second and third 
years, whereas land seeded. immed- 
jately_after breaking generally gave 
only a fair yield the first year and a 
very poor one the second. . 
’ Summer-fallowing, the speaker con- 
tinued, was sometimes necessary for 
weed control, but there. was a tendency 
in some quarters:to ‘overdo it. The 
farmer should be careful to avoid ex- 
cessive cultivation,, which led to soil 
drifting in windy neighborhoods. The 
disc harrow or ordinary tooth harrow 
should be used very conservatively if 
at all. He strongly advocated the pre- 
ference being given to ‘the duck-foot 
cultivator, the ,spring-tooth’ harrow, or 
the rotary rod cultivator. He-thought 
most clean land did not need. actual 
-splowing more than about once in five 
‘or six years. It was’ important ‘ to 
keep the land free from growth, but 
excessive cultivation would break, up 
all the humus and leave a ‘sandy loam 
which would drift. Fall plowing should 
. be .deeper than spring plowing, per- 
‘haps about an inch. In reply to a 
question, the speaker said he thought 
the packer had been over-boosted. He 
had not much use for it except right 
after spring seeding on deep plowing. 
Dealing with rotation of crops, “he 
said sweet clover or a good grass crop 
—timothy or brome—made a_ good 
change for the land, especially a leg- 
urgjnous crop suchas clover or alfalfa. 
Selection of Seed Grain 


Seed should be ofa variety Which 
experience had proved suitable for the 
district—good live, healthy seed, plump 
and free from weed seeds or disease, 
Weeds in seed grain caused an appal- 
ling loss to the country. This was es- 
timated to be, inxthe United States, 
$600,000,000 per. year. Figures.for this 
country were net yet availabie, but he 
thought $300,000 was -paid in freight 
alone on weed seeds carried to the 
government terminal clevators.: - 

The speaker’ advocated, as.the best 
“means of getting good seed, its selec- 

tion by the farmer from his own crop 

on his own land. If this were done 
carefully and intelligently, the farmer 
could grow ‘his own seed and Have it as 
good as the high-priced seed grains of 
the. market. It would pay to use the 
fanning machine. Smut balls should 
be floated out of the grain before it 
was treated. ns 
Many varieties of seed were discuss- 
ed in detail, wheat especially recom- 
mended being Marquis, Red Fife—not 
impossible, but generally too- Jlate— 

Red Bobs, not as good as Marquis; 

Ruby; Little Red Club; profitable if 
» you could fool the elevator man (laugh- 
ter) and pass it off as Red Bobs. Pre- 
lude was very susceptible to smut. 

With oats, the speaker said the yield 
was more important than the earli- 
ness, as frost did not damage oats so 
much as wheat. Banner, Leader and 
Golden Grain were mentioned as good 
varieties. Of barleys, he thought 
Bark’'s was the heaviest yielding. 

At the speaker's own suggestion he 
was bombarded with questions right 
through the lecture, almost every point 
being discussed very fully. The lec- 
ture wound up with a discussion of 
hay grasses, such as timothy, brome 
and western rye grass, 

Mr. J. McGregor Smith, Professor of 
farm engineering, delivered an inten- 
sely interesting lecture on Plowing 
Matches. He said one of the funda- 
mentals of good farming was efficient 
plowing. With a view to encouraging 
this, 2 movement was on foot in this 
province for encouraging the organiza- 
tion of plowing matches. This was 
desirable from every point of view. 
Good plowing took no longer than poor 
and was well worth while. A good 
plowman was generally found to be a 
good all-round farmer, : 

The lecturer had with him a set of 
charts showing the lay-out of a field 
for a plowing match; the points of 
good plowing, the points to be consid- 
ered, the organization of a plowing 
match and other points. These were 
discussed in detail at_considerdble

Feeding of Dairy Cattle. 
Fodder Crops 

The. speaker explained that “fodder 
crops” meant the roughages used. in 
feeding dairy cows. . These embraced 
timothy, prairie hay, oat sheaves or 
green feed, alfalfa, clover and the 
grain straws: Dairy cows, it sould 
be realized, were at hard work while 
yielding milk, just the same as draft 
horses, and should be‘ fed. with that 
idea, Lowland “hay, ‘coarse slough 
hay, timothy, and the grain straws, 
he considered not suitable for cowa 
in milk, and should be fed to other 
stock. The best of all roughages 
were alfalfa andthe clovers. Any 
clover would--prove a good ‘cow feed. 
Upland hay, a prairie wool, and green 
feed came next. Variety should be 
considered, and if two-good — feeds 
were available, they should be -fed 
about- equally. Roots. contained about 
90 percent: of moisture, and there- 
fore were generally too expensive 
in growing and handling to make.a 
staple feed. However, some roots in 
the cow's ration were valuable as con- 
ditionaries and to give variety. The 
argument- for root crops was their 
palatability, variety and succulence; 
the arguments against them were 
bistrot i high labor and _ other 
costs. 


ilos and the 


Silage 

Among Silages, the speaker thought 
oat silage was easily first for this dfs- 
trict, just as corn: silage was the stan- 
dard in the States and Eastern Cana- 
da. The oats should be cut early 
enough to cure properly, ‘but late 
enough to have matérial formed in the 
heads. .He thought. the-late milk or 
early dough stage was about right. 

Next to oats, as a silage crop, came 
a mixture of. oats and peas. The 
usual proportion. was two bushels. of 
oats to one of peas, seeded at ‘right 
angles tq each other in the same field 
and grown together. Corn made an 
excellent silage crop. if it could ° be 
grown to.a reasonable approach to 
maturity. Sunflowers had proven a 
good feed, but ample allowances 
should be made for shrinkage. At 
the Univeristy farm they had put 129 
tons of sunflowers into the silo and 
only 71 tons were taken out: From 
50 to 70 percent. of the plants should 
be in blossom when they were cut. In 
spite of their higher moisture content, 
he thought they gave a greater yield 
per acre in solid content than _ most 
oher silage crops. Their principal 
disadvantage was their greater ten- 
dency to freeze in the silo. Some 
farmers mixed oat straw and _= sun- 
flowers, so that the straw would ab- 
sorb the extra moisture from the 
sunflowers. Personally he thought a 
silo was too expensive a place to 
store oat Straw. An. alternative 
method was a mixture of ripe oats 
and sunflowers. In answer to a ques- 
tion, he said“he did not think freez- 
ing in the silo spoilt the silage, but 
it was a disadvantage because of the 
extra labor entailed. Clover and 
alfalfa made good silage, but it 
was better to use them for hay. 

The principal types of silos were the 
hollow tile, concrete and stave silos. 
The first was excellent, but very cost- 
ly. Concrete was satisfactory if 
gravel could be obtained cheaply 
enough. The stave ailo was the one 
most used in this province. 

Trench and pit silos were only tem- 
porary makeshifts. As to whether a 
farmer should have a silo, the lecturer 
said it depended on the size of the 
herd. He thought six or seven cows 
could not afford one. With fifteen or 
more it was a necessity, and the im- 
portance of having a silo increased 
with the gize of the herd and the 

value of the land. A good plan was 
of the City.

Questioned .as to salt, the speaker 

said he favored salt. being kept l- 
ways accessible to the cows, -and let- 
ting them ‘help themselves ‘as. they 
needed it. Abundant water was im- 
portant, and it should be within easy 
walking distance of the cows, or. else 
given frequently. and regularly. The 
chill should be taken off- the water. 
. The evening meeting, in the Metho- 
dist church, opened with the showing 
of a few reels.of motion pictures. His 
Worship Mayor Collison was present 
and welcomed the delegates and es- 
pecially the renowned lecturers. He 
said he hoped this short course would 
become an annual everit at Red Deer, 
which, as an important agricultural 
‘centre, was right in line for it. 

Mr. Alex. Galbraith, Superintendent 
of’ Fairs and Institutes, congratulated 
Red Deer on having secured this short 
course. It was the only town in the 
province which had secured it yet, 
and he was ‘wondering how he _and 
others “would: square themselves with 
other places which had asked for it. 
He. said he’ was ‘present just as a 
“curtain-raiser.”’ He said this was a 
‘practical age in which most men were 
more concerned to obtain money than 
fame. He paid‘a tribute of gratitude 
to Dr. Babcock, ‘of Wisconsin, who 
had given his milk-tester freely to the 
world, and although still a poor man,’ 
was one of the most’ highly-honored 
men-in the whole country. Speaking 
‘of horse-breeding in relation to pres- 
ent ‘market conditions, he urged those 
present to look ahead and meet the 
market instead of following it. He 
thought the province had been just a 
little bit too generous’ with its fair 
prizes. — Pn 
Mr. H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, spoke of the short courses 
in ‘Agricultural Economics which the 
Department had ‘drganized, with a 
‘travelling ‘train. He said that, when 
they had been approached about this 
course at Red Deer the train had been 
-dismantled. and-the staff dispersed; 
but Mr. G.’-W: Smith, :M.P.P., had 
urged it so hard that they had got 
together a. carload of stock’and a 
staff of lecturers and found they could 
‘arrange the course. 

He himself, Mr. Craig said, was not 
a frequent attendant at fairs, but he 
had been at Red Deer Fair last year, 
and also fifteen years ago. The Red 
Deer Fair:had had -ups and downs, 
and had been tljrough. some deep 
water in that fifteen years, and he 
desired to pay a high compliment to 
the men who had the vision and ener- 
gy to work up the ‘Red Deer Fair to 
third place in the province. : : 

Speaking of present conditions, he 
said the war had broken down all the 
old channels of trade enabling Canada 
to-capture temporarily the AustraHan 
and other southern trade. Now peace 
had re-opened these routes, and these 
southern countries were pouring their 
accumulated products into the market, 
and we had to face a very keen tom- 
petition. There was in this country a 
certain amount of over-production and 
a shortage of money. The money sit- 
uation was not yet solved,, but he 
thought the improving exchange was 
a hopeful sign. He thought there 
could be no national prosperity until 
Labor and Capital each shouldered 
its proper share of the loss incident 
to re-adjustment. He wanted and 
hoped to see the re-establishment of a 
fair basis of exchange between farm 
products and other commodities. 
Price fixing he thought a very poor 
method. Co-operation was better, 
although he did not like the word. 
During the war we had lowered our 
quality, wich was a very . slothful 
method. Through our previous high 
quality we had very nearly had a 
monopoly on the Coast market in but- 
ter and other dairy products. Reduc- 
tion of quality had gone a long way 
towards losing it for us. New Zeal- 
and was competing with us. He 
urged the audience to aim at shipping 
their products in the most concen- 
trated form possible, 

Mr. C. Marker, Dairy Commissioner, 
spoke of having been at dairy meetings 
at Red Deer as long as_ twenty-five 
years ago. Red Deer, he said, had 
been a leader in dairying for a great 
many years. The fame of “Rosalind 
of Old Basing” was an illustration of 
this, 

Speaking later of comparative freight 
rates, the speaker said to ship a dol- 
lar’s worth of produce from Edmonton 
to Mantreal cost as follows: Potatoes 
97 cents, oats 90 cents, wheat 53 cents, 
live cattle 28 cents, eggs or butter 12 
cents. He said there was too big a 
spread between what the producer got 
and what the consumer paid. Hay 
bought in Edmonton at $9 per ton had 
sold in Southern Alberta at $18. 

On the subject of grading this speak- 
er said the prime requisite was that it 
should be expert and reliable. He 
thought the day of the big farm was 
past. People wanted homes rather 
than fortunes. 

This speaker's lecture was_ inter- 
spersed with some more films, illus- 
trating various phases of the dairy in- 
dustry and especially emphasizing the 
importance of cleanliness. 

Mr. G. W. Smith, M. P. P., occupied 
the chair at the afternoon sesion on 
Wednesday. 

In his introductory remarks he ex- 
pressed his great pleasure at having 
the short course in Agriculture at Red 
Deer. He was convinced that the far- 
mers of the district would receive great 
benefits from the lectures and discus- 
sions, and hoped it might be made an 
annual event in the.city. Referring 
to the early pioneering days which he 
remembered so well, he spoke of the 
wide range for stock with abundance 
of natural hay, which made beef stock 
ralsing the most profitable industry of 
those times. Conditions today were

New York, \April 6—The \ Wall 
Street. Journal’in a strong editorial 
points out the inconsistency of the 
high tariff advocates at Washington

Markets are as_ essential for farm 
prosperjty as for that of industry. But: 
those who would eell must also buy: 
We cannot forbid everyone to come 
{nto our domain and at the. same 
time ask them to buy, and buy heay- 
ily from _us. Human nature must be’ 
made over before congress can take 
everything and give nothing. In all 
probability the: list will. become “law.. 
It will be Well for the farmers to check 
{t up a year or two hence to see 
whether it has been a tonic or a 
habit-forming drug.” ,
